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J4idto%ical  Statement 


During  the  Fall  and  Winter  of  1938-39  a  committee  of  the  Ottawa 
Y.M.C.A.,  with  Dr.  H.  L.  Keenleyside  as  Chairman,  held  periodical 
meetings  to  discuss  the  matter  of  facilities  for  higher  education  in  the  City. 
While  the  Roman  Catholic  population  was  served  by  the  University  of 
Ottawa  and  St.  Patrick's  College,  the  somewhat  larger  non-Catholic  popu- 
lation had  no  institution  conducting  college  work,  and  it  appeared  that  in 
no  other  Canadian  city  was  there  a  group  of  equal  size  not  served  by  at 
least  a  junior  college.  Several  possibilities  for  improving  the  situation  were 
considered  and  some  were  tentatively  explored. 

With  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  the  committee  discontinued  its 
work,  but  by  1 941  it  had  become  apparent  that  circumstances  brought  about 
by  the  war  had  increased  the  need  of  facilities  for  higher  education  in  the 
Capital.  Thousands  of  young  people  had  come  to  work  in  Government 
offices,  many  of  them  having  interrupted  their  education  in  doing  so.  Many 
others  in  the  armed  services  were  to  be  expected  on  demobilization,  since 
the  Civil  Service  would  be  a  preferred  occupation  for  them.  The  problem 
was  consequently  taken  up  again  by  a  group,  mainly  the  same  as  the  earlier 
committee  in  personnel,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Tory. 

The  situation  was  discussed  with  the  heads  of  universities  in  other  cities 
attended  in  numbers  by  Ottawa  students  and  with  many  prominent  citizens 
of  Ottawa.  Teaching  resources  for  evening  classes,  good  at  any  time  in  the 
Capital,  had  been  greatly  increased  by  the  presence  of  many  university 
teachers  in  temporary  wartime  positions.  An  inquiry  proved  that  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  teachers  were  both  willing  and  anxious  to  co-operate. 
The  idea  of  establishing  an  autonomous  association  based  on  general  com- 
munity support  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  college  and  promoting  higher 
educational  work  generally  met  with  very  cordial  acceptance.  A  group  of 
citizens  guaranteed  sufficient  funds  to  make  an  experimental  period  possible. 
Plans  were  accordingly  made  to  establish  "The  Ottawa  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Learning,"  the  immediate  objects  of  which  would  be  to 
offer  evening  instruction  in  the  first  two  years  of  university  work,  during 
the  academic  year  1942-43,  under  the  name  of  Carleton  College  and  later 
to  establish  an  Institute  of  Public  Administration. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  held  on  April  23rd,  1943, 
it  was  decided  to  offer  instruction  in  the  Institute  of  Public  Administration 
during  the  Session  1943-44.  To  clearly  distinguish  between  the  College 
and  the  Institute,  separate  Educational  Directorates  were  set  up  as  set  forth 
in  this  Calendar.  It  was  considered  wise  to  begin  in  a  practical  way  by 
offering  courses  for  which  there  was  an  immediate  demand. 

The  Articles  of  Association  under  which  the  Ottawa  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Learning  came  into  being  are  as  follows : 
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T)he  Ottawa  c4d3ociation  fot  the 
^Advancement  0/  J^eaxning, 

Articles  of  Association  entered  into  this  18th  day  of  June,  1942. 

Whereas  it  is  deemed  needful  and  desirable  that  additional  facilities 
for  study  and  learning  be  promoted  in  the  City  of  Ottawa. 

Therefore  witnesseth  that  the  undersigned  and  such  other  persons  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  subscribe  thereto,  do  hereby  mutually  covenant  and 
agree  to  become  associated  in  the  promotion,  maintenance  and  advancement 
of  facilities  for  study  and  learning  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  in  the  County 
of  Carleton  and  Province  of  Ontario,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  herein 
expressed : 

1 .  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  "The  Ottawa  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Learning." 

2.  The  Association  shall  be  deemed  to  have  commenced  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  June,  1942. 

3.  The  Association  shall  have  for  its  purposes  and  objects: 

(a)  the  promotion  of  learning  in  any  or  all  of  its  branches; 

(b)  the  organization  and  establishment  of  a  non-sectarian  college 
of  higher  learning  in  the  City  of  Ottawa; 

(c)  the  organization  and  establishment  of  an  Institute  of  Public 
Administration ; 

(d)  the  promotion  of  the  intellectual,  social,  moral  and  physical 
welfare  of  its  students,  graduates,  teaching  staff  and  others 
interested  in  the  Association,  and  of  the  community  in  which 
it  operates. 

4.  The  Association  shall  have  its  Seat  at  the  City  of  Ottawa. 

5.  The  Association  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of  twenty-one 
to  be  known  as  the  "Board  of  Governors."  In  acknowledgment  of  its 
interest  and  assistance  in  the  organization  and  establishment  of  the  Associa- 
tion The  Ottawa  Y.M.C.A.  shall  have  the  right  to  name  and  be  represented 
by  four  members  on  the  Board  of  Governors  at  all  times. 

6.  Any  person  of  good  moral  character  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Association  or  otherwise  admitted  to  interest  or  participation  in  the 
activities  of  the  Association,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 
Members  of  the  Association  may  retire  from  membership,  upon  three 
months'  written  notice  to  the  Chairman.    The  heirs,  executors  or  adminis- 
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trators  of  deceased  members  shall  be  relieved  and  indemnified  against  all 
liabilities  of  the  Association  by  continuing  members. 

7.  The  interests  and  activities  of  the  Association  shall  be  open  to 
men  and  women  on  equal  terms. 

8.  The  Association  shall  otherwise  be  governed  by  a  Constitution 
and  By-laws  which  may  be  amended,  repealed  or  added  to,  in  the  manner 
and  under  the  provisions  therein  stated. 

During  the  Session  1942-1943  it  became  apparent  that  the  work  of 
the  Association  had  assumed  such  proportions  that  it  was  necessary  to  secure 
incorporation.  Accordingly  in  June,  1943,  application  for  incorporation 
was  made  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  On  June 
19,  1943,  the  application  was  approved  and  the  Letters  Patent  granted 
Constituting 

THE  OTTAWA  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE 
ADVANCEMENT  OF  LEARNING 

A  corporation  for  the  purposes  set  forth  above,  with  the  necessary  powers 
for  making  By  laws  and  the  general  administration  of  the  Corporation. 

For  the  information  of  the  public  the  following  clause  in  the  Letters 
Patent  is  quoted : 

"And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained  and  declared  that  the  said 
Corporation  shall  be  carried  on  without  the  purpose  of  gain  for  its 
members,  and  any  profits  or  other  accretions  to  the  Corporation  shall 
be  used  in  promoting  its  objects." 

The  Letters  Patent  make  provision  for  a  Board  of  Governors  to  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  is  to  be  held  in 
June  of  each  year.  At  a  meeting  held  on  June  1  3th,  1  943,  the  following 
Governors  were  elected  for  terms  as  provided  in  the  Letters  Patent:

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Pensions  and  Health  the  follow- 
ing SUMMARY  OF  TRAINING  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  POST- 
DISCHARGE  RE-ESTABLISHMENT  ORDER  P.C.  7633  is  in- 
cluded in  this  Calendar  for  the  information  of  students  on  discharge  from 
the  Forces  desiring  to  continue  their  education. 

UNIVERSITY  TRAINING 

I.      Under-graduate  —  Para.  8,  P.C.  7633 
The  Minister  has  authority  to  approve  training,  including  maintenance 
grant  and  fees — together  with  appropriate  allowances  for  dependents — to 
any  discharged  person  who  has  the  aptitude  and  inclination  and  who : 

(a)  has  been  regularly  admitted  to  a  university  before  his  discharge  and 
resumes  within  one  year  and  three  months  after  discharge  a  course, 
academic  or  professional,  interrupted  by  his  service ;  or 

(b)  becomes  regularly  admitted  to  a  university  and  commences  any  such 
course  within  one  year  and  three  months  after  his  discharge;  or 

(c)  because  of  ill  health  or  because  his  admission  to  the  university  has 
been  conditional  upon  his  fulfilling  some  additional  matriculation  re- 
quirements or  for  any  other  good  reason  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Minister,  delays  resumption  or  commencement  of  such  course 
beyond  the  aforementioned  periods. 

The  opportunity  for  university  training  is  governed  by  the  length  of 
service.  Where  progress  is  satisfactory,  the  assistance  may  be  continued 
for  as  many  months,  in  university,  as  the  man  served  in  the  Forces.  If  the 
student's  progress  and  attainments  in  his  course  are  such  that  the  Minister 
deems  it  in  his  interest  and  in  the  public  interest,  the  payment  of  the  grant 
may  be  extended  beyond  the  period  of  service  to  permit  the  man  to  complete 
his  course. 

However,  the  grant  shall  not  be  continued  to  any  such  person  who 
fails  in  more  than  two  classes  or  subjects  in  any  academic  year,  nor  to  any 
such  person  who,  having  failed  in  either  two  classes  or  subjects,  also  fails 
in  either  or  both  supplementary  examinations  next  offered  by  the  university 
in  such  classes  or  subjects. 

NOTE:  *' 'Attainments "  means  unconditioned  standing  in  the  top  25% 
(first  quartile)  of  his  class  on  the  final  examinations  on  the  full  work  of  the 
year  next  preceding  the  year  in  which  his  period  of  entitlement  expires. 
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II.      Post-graduate  —  Para.  9,  P.C.  7633 
In  case  any  discharged  person 

(a)  has  entered  upon  a  post-graduate  course,  either  academic  or  profes- 
sional, in  a  university  before  enlistment,  or  was  about  to  do  so  at  the 
time  of  his  enlistment,  or  having  completed  his  under-graduate  course 
in  a  university  after  his  discharge,  enters  upon  a  post-graduate  course 
as  aforesaid,  and 

(b)  resumes  or  commences  such  post-graduate  course  within 

1 .  One  year  from  his  discharge,  or 

2.  one  year  from  the  commencement,  next  following  his  discharge, 
of  such  course  in  such  university,  if  his  discharge  precedes  such 
commencement  by  not  more  than  three  months,  or 

3.  in  the  case  of  a  discharged  person  who  completes  his  under- 
graduate course  after  his  discharge,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  such 
completion. 

If  the  Minister  having  considered  such  person's  attainments  and  his 
course,  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  that  he  should  continue  such  course, 
the  Minister  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  authorize  the 
payment  to  such  person  of  a  maintenance  grant  and  fees  for  as  many  months 
as  he  served.  The  assistance  may  be  extended  if  the  progress  and  achieve- 
ments are  so  outstanding  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  the  grant  should 
be  continued. 

Vocational,  Technical,  or  Other  Educational 
Training  —  Para.  6,  P.C.  7633 

This  makes  provision  for 
( 1  )  Resumption  of  education  leading  to  high  school  graduation  or  ma-  • 
triculation. 

(2)  "Refresher"  or  "brush-up"  courses  in  the  professions. 

The  Minister  has  authority  to  approve  training,  including  maintenance 
grant  and  fees — together  with  appropriate  allowances  for  dependents — to 
any  discharged  person,  provided  he  has  the  aptitude  and  inclination,  where: 

1.  such  person  is  pursuing  vocational,  technical  or  other  educational 
training ; 

2.  the  Minister  approves  such  training  as  being  training  which  will  fit 
him  or  keep  him  fit  for  employment  or  re-employment  or  will  enable 
him  to  obtain  better  or  more  suitable  employment,  and 

3.  he  makes  progress  in  such  training  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister. 

Note:    This  training  is  governed  by  the  length  of  the  man's  service 
in  the  Forces,  with  a  maximum  of  twelve  months. 
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MAINTENANCE  GRANTS 


A  "grant"  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  6,  8  or  9  of  this  Order 
means  a  grant  at  the  rate  of  $60.00  per  month  in  the  case  of  an  unmarried 
person  and  at  the  rate  of  $80.00  per  month  in  the  case  of  a  married  person, 
together  with,  in  either  case,  such  additional  allowance  for  dependents,  if 
any,  as  provided  by  sub-paragraph  3  hereof,  and,  in  either  case,  reduced  by 
such  amount  on  account  of  any  pension,  wages,  salary  or  other  income  such 
person  may  have  received  or  be  entitled  to  receive  in  respect  of  the  period  for 
which  such  grant  is  paid,  as  to  the  Minister  seems  right. 

(Sub-para.  3)  Additional  allowance  may  be  paid  to  or  on  behalf 
of  the  following  dependents  at  the  following  rates  per  month  and  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 


Additional  allowance  for  person  in  lieu  of  wife   $18.20 

Additional  allowance  for  one  child    12.00 

Additional  allowance  for  second  child    12.00 

Additional  allowance  for  third  child    10.00 

Additional  allowance  for  each  subsequent  child  not  in 

excess  of  three   8.00 

Additional  allowance  for  parent  or  parents   15.00 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

First  Year 

For  entrance  to  the  first  year  of  the  Arts  course  students  must  have 
passed  the  Junior  Matriculation  Examination,  Ontario  Grade  XII,  or  an 
equivalent  in  the  following  subjects: 

(a)  History,  English,  Mathematics 

(b)  Two  of  the  following:    French,  German,  Latin,  Greek,  Spanish. 

(c)  One  of  the  following:    Music,  Science  of  Agriculture,  a  Lan- 
guage not  previously  taken. 

Admission  to  the  First  year  of  the  Bachelor  of  Commerce  is  identical 
with  that  of  the  First  Year  Arts.  Admission  to  degree  courses  in  House- 
hold Economics  in  Canadian  universities  is  also  identical  with  the  above. 

Students  wishing  to  take  courses  for  credit  toward  a  degree  must 
provide  an  official  statement  of  subjects  studied  and  marks  obtained  in 
examinations  at  the  Junior  Matriculation  level.     The  statement  will  be 

returned  to  the  applicant. 
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ADMISSION  BY  EQUIVALENT  EXAMINATION 

The  following  certificates  are  recognized  as  equivalent  to  the  Ontario 
Secondary  School  Diploma,  and  will  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the  First 
Year  if  the  subjects  taken  meet  the  requirements  set  out  in  the  preceding 
paragraphs :

Second  Year 

For  entrance  to  the  Second  Year,  students  must  have  passed  the  First 
Year  examinations  of  Carleton  College,  some  other  recognized  university, 
Grade  XIII  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  or  the  equivalent  examination  of 
other  recognized  examining  bodies.     The  required  subjects  are: 

(a)  English,  History 

(b)  Three   of:    French,   Spanish,    German,   Latin,  Mathematics, 
Botany  and  Zoology,  Physics  and  Chemistry. 

Students  with  deficiencies  in  the  First  Year  must  register  for  the  First 
Year  subjects,  but  if  time  table  permits  may  register  in  addition  for  Second 
Year  subjects. 

Students  wishing  to  take  Second  Year  courses  for  credit  toward  a 
degree  must  provide,  in  addition  to  a  statement  concerning  standing  at  Junior 
Matriculation,  an  official  statement  of  subjects  studied  and  marks  obtained 
in  examinations  at  the  Senior  Matriculation  or  First  Year  University  level. 
The  statement  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant.

For  full-time  students  in  residence  at  Canadian  universities  five  sub- 
jects normally  constitute  a  year's  work.  Although  a  certain  amount  of 
freedom  is  allowed  in  choice  of  subjects,  for  all  more  advanced  work  the 
following  are  generally  prerequisite  in  the  First  Year:  (1)  English,  (2) 
Mathematics  or  Latin,  and  (3)  a  modern  language  (or  Latin  if  it  is  not 
taken  in  place  of  Mathematics).  When  making  their  selection  of  First 
Year  subjects  students  should  consult  the  calendars  of  institutions  in  which 
they  expect  to  pursue  more  advanced  work,  to  ensure  that  they  choose  the 
proper  electives. 

Students  intending  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Arts  will  usually  choose 
subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  1  ;  (2)  History  1  ;  (3)  Mathematics  1 
or  Latin  1  ;  (4)  A  modern  language,  or  Latin  if  not  taken  under  (3)  ; 
(5)  one  other  subject. 

Students  intending  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Science  (B.Sc.  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts)  will  usually  choose  subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  1  ; 
(2)  Mathematics  1  ;  in  some  cases  including  1  (a)  ;  (3)  A  modern  lan- 
guage; (4)  Chemistry  1  ;  (5)  Physics  1. 

Students  intending  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Commerce  will  usually 
choose  subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  1  ;  (2)  Mathematics  1,  in  some 
cases  including  1  (a)  ;  (3)  A  modern  language;  (4)  and  (5)  Two  other 
subjects. 

Students  looking  forward  to  Medicine  or  Law  will  find  that  Latin  1 
is  either  recommended  or  required. 

Students  intending  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Engineering  must  take 
Mathematics  1  and  1  (a).

continued  in  more  advanced  years. 

Students  planning  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Science  will  normally  select 
Second  Year  subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  2;  (2)  A  further  year  of 
work  in  a  language  studied  in  First  Year;  (3),  (4)  and  (5)  Three  subjects 
chosen  from  among  Mathematics  and  the  Science  subjects  offered. 

Students  planning  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Commerce  will  normally 
select  Second  Year  subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  2;  (2)  A  second 
year  of  work  in  a  language  studied  in  First  Year;  (3)  Accounting  2; 
(4)  Economics  2  ;  (5)  Political  Science  2,  or  History  2,  or  Mathematics  2. 

In  all  cases  students  should  familiarize  themselves  with  the  Second 
Year  requirements  set  out  in  the  calendar  of  the  institution  in  which  they 
expect  to  complete  work  for  a  degree. 

EVENING  AND  SATURDAY  CLASSES  ONLY,  1944-45 

In  1944-45  evening  and  Saturday  classes  only  will  be  conducted; 
from  7.30  to  9.30,  Monday  to  Friday,  and  2.30  to  4.30  Saturday  after- 
noons. 

Classes  will  open  September  1 8th,  1 944,  and  end  on  May  26th,  1 945. 
Examinations  will  begin  May  28th,  ending  June  8th. 

Two  hours  of  lectures  will  be  given  weekly  in  each  full  subject.  Lab- 
oratory time  will  be  additional.  By  using  a  longer  academic  year  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  number  of  lectures  per  subject  will  be  approximately 
the  same  as  normally  given  to  full-time  students  in  three-hour  courses. 
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Classes  will  be  conducted  at  the  High  School  of  Commerce  (Glebe- 
Commerce  Building,  Carling  Avenue) . 


.  REGISTRATION 

Registration  will  take  place  from  7.30  to  9.30  on  the  evenings  of 
September  11th  to  15  th  inclusive  in  the  Glebe-Commerce  Building.  Pre- 
liminary information  may  be  obtained  prior  to  these  dates  from  the  College 
Office,  High  School  of  Commerce,  Phone  5-4578. 

Students  employed  during  the  day  are  advised  not  to  register  for  more 
than  two  subjects.

Complete  fees  are  due  on  registration  but  may  be  paid  in  two  instal- 
ments. The  registration  fee  and  one-half  the  tuition  must  be  paid  on 
registration.  The  other  half  must  be  paid  on  or  before  January  1  5th,  1 945. 
An  additional  charge  of  $2.00  will  be  made  in  each  case  for  late  payment 
unless  the  student  has  made  special  arrangements  with  the  College  Office 
before  date  of  payment.  The  Student  Council  fee  must  be  paid  on  regis- 
tration. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Students'  standing  on  the  year's  work  will  be  determined  in  part  by 
tests  given  during  the  year,  and  in  part  by  final  examination.  The  final 
examinations  will  begin  on  May  28th,  1945.  Students  completing  the 
prescribed  requirements  of  the  First  and  Second  Years  will  be  granted 
a  Junior  College  Graduation  Certificate.  Possession  of  this  Certificate  will 
enable  students  to  complete  the  course  leading  to  the  B.A.  Degree  in  two 
years  in  any  of  the  universities  mentioned  above. 


WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Students  who  are  forced  to  withdraw  from  a  course,  or  from  the 
College  are  required  to  notify  the  College  Office  in  writing  and  to  give  their 
reasons  for  withdrawal.    As  the  College  assumes  the  obligation  of  carrying 
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the  student  throughout  the  year  when  the  student  registers,  and  as  the 
College  provides  the  instruction  and  accommodation  on  a  yearly  basis,  the 
Board  of  Governors  has  ruled  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Application  for  withdrawal  must  be  presented  within  thirty  days 
after  discontinuing  attendance. 

(2)  All  tuition  credits  and  refunds  shall  be  made  entirely  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  College.  In  no  case  will  the  Registration  fee 
be  returned. 

(3)  Credits  or  refunds  will  be  granted  only  as  follows: 

(a)  Cash  refunds  may  be  granted  in  cases  where  students  are 
compelled  to  withdraw  on  account  of  serious  and  continued 
personal  illness.  The  application  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  from  a  physician,  satisfactory  to  the  College. 

(b)  In  case  a  student  who  is  regularly  employed  during  the  day 
is  sent  out  of  the  city  permanently  by  his  employer  or  com- 
pelled to  change  his  working  hours  so  as  to  prevent  his 
continuing  at  the  College,  a  refund  may  be  granted,  pro- 
vided the  application  is  accompanied  by  a  statement  from 
the  employer,  satisfactory  to  the  College. 

(c)  Cash  refunds  may  be  granted  to  students  who  withdraw 
to  join  His  Majesty's  Forces. 

(4)  Tuition  not  refunded  or  used  may,  if  a  certificate  of  credit  is 
secured  from  the  College  Office,  be  applied  upon  subsequent 
courses  pursued  in  the  College,  providing  such  courses  are  taken 
within  two  years  of  the  date  of  withdrawal  of  the  student.

Russian  I  A.  The  work  comprises  the  elements  of  Grammar:  or- 
thography, writing,  pronunciation,  accentuation,  and  reading  of  easy  texts. 

The  course  in  Grammar,  though  elementary  in  form,  is  practical  for 
reading,  writing  and  speaking  Russian.  The  course  will  also  include  trans- 
lations from  Russian  into  English  and  from  English  into  Russian,  and 
conversational  practice. 

Prescribed  text:  Bondar's  Simplified  Russian  Method. 

Russian  /.  The  course  begins  with  the  review  and  completion  of 
Bondar's  Simplified  Russian  Method.  After  completing  the  prescribed 
text  book,  the  student  will  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  Russian  Grammar 
and  a  stock  of  words  at  his  command  quite  sufficient  for  carrying  on  an 
ordinary  conversation  and  for  translating  or  writing  business  letters. 

The  course  will  also  include  Commercial  Correspondence :  commercial 
letters,  terms  and  phrases,  readings  dealing  with  various  branches  of  corn- 
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mercial  activity,  simple  narrative  on  Russian  life,  customs  and  history,  with 
short  stories  from  Tolstoy,  Dostoyevsky  and  Chekhov. 

Prescribed  texts:  Bondar's  Simplified  Russian  Method. 

Russian  Reader  by  G.  Z.  Patrick. 

Russian  2.  Advanced  Course  in  Grammar  and  Syntax  as  exempli- 
fied in  Russian  Classics  and  Poetry.  The  main  object  of  this  course  is 
the  acquisition  of  the  "feel"  of  the  language.  Continuation  of  the  Com- 
mercial Course.  Composition — Short  and  Simple  Essays.  Conversation. 
Continuation  and  completion  of  the  Russian  Reader  of  G.  Z.  Patrick, 
together  with  the  study  of  Russian  literature  as  portrayed  in  the  works  of 
such  Russian  authors  as  Gogol,  Pushkin  and  Lermontov.  The  Reading 
of  Russian  newspapers  will  be  simultaneously  introduced. 

FINE  ART 

Instructor:  To  be  appointed. 

Courses  in  the  History  of  Art  are  offered  by  Carleton  College  in  con- 
junction with  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada.  The  collections  and  study 
materials  of  the  National  Gallery  afford  the  student  unusual  opportunities 
for  direct  observation  of  the  Art  being  studied. 

Fine  Art  /.  An  introductory  survey  of  the  history  of  European 
architecture,  sculpture  and  painting  from  prehistoric  to  modern  times.  The 
Art  of  the  successive  periods  is  studied  both  from  the  aesthetic  and  the  social 
points  of  view.  Aesthetically,  an  attempt  is  made  to  indicate  the  special 
forms  of  beauty  characteristic  of  each  period.  Socially,  the  Art  is  interpreted 
in  terms  of  its  historical,  religious,  and  economic  backgrounds  and  is  studied 
as  a  record  of  the  mental  and  spiritual  evolution  of  mankind. 

Prescribed  text:  Gardner:  Art  Through  the  Ages. 

Advanced  Courses.  It  is  planned  to  follow  Fine  Art  1  with  courses 
providing  for  a  more  intensive  study  of  selected  periods  of  European  Art, 
and  also  for  a  study  of  the  history  of  Canadian  and  American  Art.  Details 
will  be  announced  later.  Students  interested  in  such  courses  are  invited  to 
consult  the  College  office. 

CHINESE 

Chinese  I  A.     Elementary  Chinese. 

,  Instructor:  Mr.  K.  Chen. 
The  course  is  an  introduction  to  Kuo-yu  (the  Chinese  National  Lan- 
guage) for  Beginners,  and  covers  the  study  of  the  tones,  analysis  of  char- 
acters and  sentence  construction.    Suitable  exercises  in  reading,  writing  and 
translation  will  be  given. 
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Prescribed  text:  Chinese  for  Beginners. 

Chinese  IB.     Conversation  and  Composition. 
Instructor:  Mr.  K.  Chen. 

The  course  is  a  continuation  of  Chinese  1A,  with  considerable  em- 
phasis on  the  enlargement  of  vocabulary,  conversation  for  daily  use, 
translation  and  composition. 

Prerequisite:  Chinese  1A. 

Chinese  IC.     Newspaper  and  Correspondence. 
Instructor:  Mr.  Y.  A.  Mao. 

The  course  is  to  enable  the  students  to: 

(a)  read  Chinese  newspapers. 

(b)  translate  news  from  English  to  Chinese. 

(c)  read  and  write  different  types  of  social  and  business  cor- 
respondence. 

Prescribed  text:  To  be  announced. 
Prerequisite:  Chinese  1A. 

Chinese  ID.  Newspaper  and  Correspondence  taught  in  Cantonese. 
Instructor:  Mr.  Gan  D.  Chu. 

The  course  will  teach  the  same  material  as  in  Chinese  1 C  except  the 
class  will  be  conducted  in  Cantonese.  It  is  open  only  to  those  students  who 
have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  Cantonese  dialect. 

No  prerequisite. 

Chinese  2.    Advanced  Oral  Chinese. 
Instructor:  Mr.  Y.  A.  Mao. 

The  course  will  cover  public  speaking,  modern  Chinese  play-reading, 
and  conversation  on  specific  subjects.  In  addition  to  the  text  prepared  by 
the  instructor,  supplementary  books  and  articles  will  also  be  assigned  for 
extensive  reading. 

Prerequisite:  Chinese  IB. 

Chinese  2 A.     Chinese  Literature. 
Instructor:  Mr.  K.  Chen. 

The  course  comprises  a  brief  study  of  the  literary  styles  of  prose  and 
verse  of  ancient,  medieval  and  modern  age  with  illustrations  of  selected 
works  of  representative  authors.  It  is  hoped  that  the  beauty  of  the  Chinese 
literature  will  thus  be  introduced  to  the  students. 
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Prerequisite:  Chinese  1C. 

The  above  courses  will  only  be  offered  if  warranted  by  the  number 

registering. 

JAPANESE 
Japanese  I  A.     Beginners*  course. 
Instructor:  Edith  Ikeda. 

This  course  has  been  planned  for  those  with  no  previous  knowledge 
of  the  Japanese  language.  The  chief  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  elements 
of  grammar  and  sentence  structure.  The  vocabulary  is  introduced  gradu- 
ally, together  with  the  common  forms  of  everyday  speech — conversation. 

After  the  first  six  weeks  the  reading  of  Kana  is  introduced  and  in 
the  second  term  the  Hiragana. 

Text:  Vaccari:  Japanese  Conversation-Grammar. 

Japanese  I. 

Instructor:  G.  E.  Bott,  Ph.D. 

Continuation  of  the  Beginners'  Course  with  an  introduction  to  reading 
of  Kana  and  Chinese  Characters  (Kanji). 

Textbooks:  Vaccari:  Japanese  Conversation-Grammar. 

Elementary  Japanese  for  University  Students. 

If  a  sufficient  number  of  students  desire  it,  a  course  in  more  advanced 
conversation  and  reading  of  Chinese  characters  will  be  given. 

PORTUGUESE 
Instructor:  J.  H.  Parker,  M.A.,  Ph.D. 

An  introductory  course  in  Portuguese,  with  attention  to  grammar, 
conversation  and  reading. 

Prescribed  texts  will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  college 

term. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EXTENSION 

The  following  courses  will  be  offered  during  the  session  1944-45. 
For  these  courses  registration  will  take  place  on  the  evenings  of  October 
11th,  12th,  and  13th,  from  7:30  to  9:30. 

Lectures  will  begin  on  October  1  6th  and  end  on  April  1  4th. 
Fee  for  each  course  is  $10.00. 
The  courses  offered  are  as  follows: 
/.     Modern  Trends  in  Education. 
Lecturer:  Florence  Dunlop,  M.A.,  Ph.D. 
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This  course  will  consider  practical  ways  and  means  of  developing  the 
best  type  of  democratic  citizen  in  the  light  of  up-to-date  practices  in  educa- 
tion, psychology,  and  sociology.  The  development  of  the  total  child  in  his 
total  environment  will  be  stressed,  taking  due  account  of  individual  differ- 
ences (gifted,  average,  handicapped,  speieal  abilities,  and  disabilities,  etc.). 
Methods  of  vocational,  educational,  and  personal  guidance  will  be  discussed. 
This  course  is  open  to  all  interested  in  education. 

2.  The  Evolution  of  Knowledge. 

Lecturer:  H.  M.  Tory,  D.Sc,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.C.,  F.R.H.S. 

This  course  will  consist  of  a  survey  of  the  growth  of  knowledge  from 
earliest  times  to  the  present.  It  will  include  sketches  of  the  persons  who 
have  been  specially  outstanding  in  advancing  knowledge. 

While  the  course  will  be  popular,  free  as  far  as  possible  from  techni- 
calities, persons  attending  should  have  at  least  high  school  education  or  its 
equivalent,  and  be  interested  in  historical  study.  The  course  should  be 
especially  interesting  to  University  graduates  who  have  had  some  scientific 
training. 

3.  Town  and  Regional  Planning  and  Housing. 

Lecturer:  J.  L.  Kingston,  B.Arch.,  A.R.I.B.A.,  M.R.A.I.C. 

The  lectures  on  Town  and  Regional  Planning  will  deal  with  problems 
of  urban  and  rural  development,  including  land  use,  zoning,  traffic  flow 
and  its  control,  industrial  areas,  recreational  facilities,  research  and  legisla- 
tion relative  to  planning  and  the  resultant  effect  on  property  rights  and 
values. 

The  lectures  on  Housing  will  include  study  of  the  development  of 
land  for  residential  use  and  the  redevelopment  of  slum  areas,  the  neighbor- 
hood unit  and  the  relation  of  residential  districts  to  the  city  plan.  The 
following  will  be  examined:  home  ownership  and  its  variants — single  and 
multiple  dwelling  units — group  housing  developed  by  both  governmental 
support  and  private  enterprise. 

Town  and  Regional  Planning  will  be  dealt  with  in  fortnightly  lectures. 
Alternating  with  these  will  be  lectures  on  housing.  Registrants  may  elect 
either  series  or  the  entire  course.  In  both  sections  particular  attention  will 
be  given  to  problems  of  Ottawa  and  the  district.  The  course  is  designed 
to  encourage  citizen  participation  in  post-war  community  reconstruction  and 
development,  as  well  as  to  advance  the  training  of  those  with  some  technical 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  treated. 

4.  Journalism. 

Lecturer:  Douglas  Leichman,  B.Sc,  M.A.,  Ph.D. 
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The  purpose  of  the  course  will  be  to  develop  in  students  an  ability  to 
write  with  clarity  and  simplicity  in  good  English.  They  will  be  given 
training  in  writing  both  fiction  and  factual  material. 

Assignments  will  be  given  in  both  fields,  beginning  with  simple  forms 
and  progressing  to  the  point  where  the  student  is  able  to  produce  work 
of  professional  quality. 

Literary  values,  style,  and  good  English  will  be  stressed.  Some  time 
will  be  devoted  to  the  history  of  the  novel,  the  short  story,  and  other  literary 
forms  of  interest  today. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  ability  to  write  well,  rather  than  on 
commercial  success,  though  the  two  are  not  incompatible,  and  any  students 
who  wish  to  put  their  training  to  practical  use  will  be  given  every  assistance 
and  encouragement. 

Manuscripts  submitted  by  students  will  be  criticized  either  in  class 
or  privately.  Evenings  of  criticism  will  alternate  with  lectures.  No  text- 
book will  be  used. 

Prerequisites:  High  School  graduation  or  its  equivalent  or  an  ele- 
mentary course  previously  taken  in  either  the  High  School  or  the  High 
School  of  Commerce. 

5.     The  Far  East. 

Because  of  the  attention  now  focused  on  the  Far  East,  a  course 
covering  the  cultural  and  political  life  of  the  Oriental  people  will  be  offered, 
provided  a  sufficient  number  request  it.

In  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Ottawa  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Learning  two  major  objects  are  set  out: 

1.  The  organization  and  establishment  of  a  non-sectarian  college 
of  higher  learning  in  the  City  of  Ottawa. 

2.  The  organization  and  establishment  of  an  Institute  of  Public 
Administration.  The  first  object  was  realized  in  the  establishment  of 
Carleton  College  in  June,  1942.  The  college  year  1942-43  was  devoted 
to  placing  the  College  on  a  firm  foundation.  The  success  achieved  was 
beyond  the  most  optimistic  expectations. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  on  April  23,  1943,  it 
was  decided  to  begin  instruction  under  the  Institute  of  Public  Administration 
during  the  session  1 943-44. 

To  clearly  distinguish  between  the  College  and  the  Institute-  separate 
Educational  Directorates  were  set  up.  The  College  and  the  Institute, 
while  operating  under  the  same  Board  of  Governors,  will  each  have  its 
own  separate  function,  the  College  devoted  to  undergraduate  work,  the 
Institute  on  a  semi-graduate  faculty  scale. 

A  number  of  such  institutes  have  been  started  in  the  United  States' 
Universities.  They  have  not  been  functioning  long  enough  to  permit  a  final 
judgment  on  their  usefulness  when  separated  from  centres  where  larger 
public  service  units  are  operating.  It  seemed  to  the  Board,  however,  that 
in  Ottawa,  the  Capital  of  Canada,  a  unique  opportunity  to  render  a 
national  service  through  such  an  institute  was  offered.  Further,  the  Board 
decided  that  instead  of  planning  an  elaborate  scheme,  it  would  be  wiser 
to  begin  by  offering  courses  of  instruction  in  subjects  designed  to  meet 
immediate  needs,  as  indicated  by  requests  received. 

Like  the  work  of  the  College,  the  work  of  the  Institute  will  be 
expanded  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  public 
service  of  the  country. 

During  1943-44  over  200  students  registered  in  the  various  courses. 
For  1944-45  a  greatly  enlarged  curriculum  is  offered.  It  has  also  been 
decided  to  offer  a  special  degree  in  Public  Administration. 
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CERTIFICATE  IN  PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION 

A  Graduation  Certificate  in  Public  Administration,  B.P.A.  (Bache- 
lor of  Public  Administration)  will  be  awarded  to  students  meeting  the 
following  conditions: 

( 1 )  Holding  a  junior  college  graduation  certificate  from  Carleton 
College,  or  having  obtained  equivalent  standing  elsewhere, 
including  two  of  Economics,  Political  Science,  Psychology, 
and  Philosophy. 

(2)  Obtaining  satisfactory  standing  in  ten  of  the  courses  outlined 
below. 

(3)  University  graduates  desiring  to  obtain  the  B.P.A.  certificate 
may  do  so  by  selecting  courses  supplementary  to  the  courses 
already  taken  in  Arts.  Credits  for  courses  in  Arts  will  be 
arranged  on  application  in  each  individual  case. 

EVENING  CLASSES 

The  classes  will  be  held  in  the  evening  from  7:30  to  9:30  in  the 
lecture  rooms  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  Carling  Avenue. 

Lectures  will  begin  on  Monday,  October  9th,  1944,  and  will  con- 
tinue until  May  4th,  1945. 

Registration  will  begin  Tuesday,  October  3rd,  1944. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

Except  in  the  special  cases  mentioned  under  the  subject  no  specific 
academic  requirements  are  prescribed.  Students,  however,  must  satisfy 
the  Lecturer  of  their  ability  to  profit  by  the  instruction  given.

Fee  for  each  Course  is  $20.00. 

SUBJECTS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  courses  described  below  will  be  offered,  unless  specially  stated 
otherwise,  during  the  Session  1944-45.

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A.  PERSONNEL  PROBLEMS

AI  Personnel  Nl anagement.  "This  course  is  intended  for  those  interested 
in  personnel  work  and  supervision.  The  following  topics  will  be  among 
these  stressed: 

( 1 )  Nature  of  personality. 

(2)  Aptitudes  and  aptitude  testing. 

(3)  Selection,  placement,  and  advancement  of  employees. 

(4)  Supervisors  and  supervision. 

(5)  Taking  of  various  tests  for  purposes  of  developing  a  personal 
aptitude  pattern.  Dr.  Whitworth. 


All  Principles  of  Civil  Service  Organization.  A  study  primarily  of  the 
origins  and  operations  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  Regulations.  Compari- 
sons with  other  countries.  Dr.  Moffitt. 


B.  PUBLIC  FINANCE 

Lecturers:  J.  J.  Deutsch,  B.  Comm. 

BI  The  Principles  of  Public  Finance.  A  study  of  public  finance,  with 
reference  to  public  expenditure,  revenue,  taxation,  and  debt  in  relation  to 
the  social  and  economic  life  of  the  country. 

BII  The  Mechanics  of  Public  Finance.  A  study  of  the  financial 
administration  and  organization  of  the  Dominion  Government  including  the 
preparation,  legalization,  and  execution  of  the  budget;  the  authorization  and 
collection  of  the  revenues;  government  borrowing  and  public  debt;  parlia- 
mentary appropriations;  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys;  and  the  audit 
of  the  public  accounts.  The  financial  functions  of  Parliament;  the 
Committees  of  Supply  and  Ways  and  Means;  the  Governor  in  Council; 
Treasury  Board;  the  Receiver  General  and  Minister  of  Finance;  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury;  the  Bank  of 
Canada ;  the  Auditor  General ;  and  the  Public  Accounts  Committee.  The 
course  will  include  some  reference  to  the  financial  administrative  practices 
of  other  countries. 

Course  BII.  will  not  be  offered  in  1944-45.

ACCOUNTING 


Lecturer:  J.  D.  Campbell,  M.Comm.,  C.A. 

CI  Advanced  Accounting  and  Auditing.  The  early  part  of  the  course 
is  designed  to  provide  for  advanced  work  in  the  field  of  accounting  theory 
followed  by  the  examination  of  specific  problems  arising  in  its  application 
to  particular  circumstances.  Some  of  the  specific  problems  to  be  examined 
will  be  capital  and  revenue  receipts  and  expenditures;  valuation  and  depre- 
ciation of  fixed  assets;  inventory  control  and  valuation;  costing  procedures; 
consolidations;  income  and  excess  profit  taxes;  the  construction,  analysis 
and  interpretation  of  financial  statements. 

The  latter  part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the 
systems  of  internal  check,  the  functions  of  internal  and  external  auditors, 
and  audit  procedure  generally. 

To  profit  from  the  instruction,  students  should  have  a  knowledge  of 
double  entry  bookkeeping,  including  the  preparation  of  operating  statements 
and  balance  sheets. 

Prescribed  texts:  Paton  and  Littleton:  An  Introduction  to  Corporate 
Accounting  Standards  (American  Account- 
ing Association). 

Paton:  Essentials  of  Accounting  (Macmillan). 
Finney:  Principles  of  Accounting,  Vols.  I  and  II. 

Smails  and  Walker:  Accounting  Principles  and 
Practice  (Ryerson). 

Montgomery:  Auditing  Theory  and  Practice 
(Ronald). 

D.  POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

Lecturers:  R.  A.  MacKay,  M.A.,  Ph.D. 
One  to  be  appointed. 

DI  Canada's  Constitutional  Position.  A  study  of  the  B.N. A.  Act, 
with  particular  reference  to  the  distribution  of  powers  between  the  Dominion 
and  the  Provinces.  The  Statute  of  Westminster,  and  the  bearing  of 
Canada's  international  status  on  the  Dominion-Provincial  relationship. 
DII  Canada's  International  Position.  A  development  of  the  present 
course  on  World  Organization  as  the  new  international  structure  is  deve- 
loped.   Not  offered  1944-45. 

Dili  Problems  of  International  Relations.  This  course  is  intended  as  a 
continuation  of  the  course  entitled  World  Organization  given  in  1 943-44. 
It  will  deal  with  such  specific  problems  or  topics  as  The  Far  East;  The 
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British  Commonwealth  in  World  Affairs;  India;  The  Colonial  Problem, 
etc.  Members  will  be  expected  to  prepare  reports  from  time  to  time.  It  is 
hoped  to  conduct  the  class  as  far  as  possible  on  the  discussion  method.  Dr. 
MacKay  and  others  assisting. 

E.  ECONOMICS  AND  SOCIOLOGY 

Lecturers:  J.  W.  Ambrose,  Ph.D. 
J.  F.  Booth,  Ph.D. 
Enid  Charles,  Ph.D. 
Alan  Peebles,  Ph.D. 

EI  Population  Trends  and  Social  Policy.  This  course  is  an  introduction 
to  Canadian  demography  and  vital  statistics.  Its  objective  is  to  provide 
the  public  servant  and  the  student  of  social  science  with  the  basic  knowledge 
of  social  biology  required  for  effective  planning  and  execution  of  public 
policies.  Emphasis  will  be  laid  on  the  social  implications  of  long  term 
trends  in  human  reproductive  behaviour  and  on  the  population  background 
of  post-war  problems. 

The  following  topics  .will  be  discussed. 

Growth  and  distribution  of  world  population;  statistical  methods  of 
measuring  population  changes ;  the  declining  birthrate ;  the  cultural  make-up 
of  the  Canadian  people ;  differential  fertility ;  effect  of  the  war  on  popula- 
tion growth;  the  future  population  of  Canada  and  its  changing  age  com- 
position. External  and  internal  migration  in  relation  to  natural  resources 
and  industrial  development;  metropolitanisation ;  the  economics  of  popula- 
tion change.  Vital  Statistics  as  a  yardstick  of  social  welfare;  the  population 
background  of  social  security,  education,  housing;  the  economics  of  the 
family,  the  cost  of  a  child;  the  requirements  of  a  biologically  planned 
society.    Not  offered  1944-45.

EI  I  Social  Legislation.  Provincial  and  Dominion  social  legislation,  with 
particular  emphasis  on  recent  developments  in  the  field  of  social  security, 
such  as  unemployment  insurance,  health  insurance,  contributory  old  age 
pensions.  The  administration  of  such  social  security  measures  and  their 
social  and  economic  effects.  The  proposals  of  Sir  William  Beveridge, 
Dr.  L.  C.  Marsh,  Prof.  H.  M.  Cassidy  and  others. 

Dr.  Peebles. 

EM  Agricultural  Organization  and  Policy.  The  economic  organization 
of  Canadian  agriculture,  the  position  of  agriculture  in  the  Canadian 
economy,  and  the  impact  of  government  policy  and  international  trade  on  it. 

Dr.  Booth. 
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EIV  Natural  Resources.  Forest,  mineral  and  water.  Character  and 
distribution.  Development,  utilization  and  conservation.  Problems  and 
policies.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  problems  of  development  in 
Canada's  Northland.    Not  off  red  in  1944-45. 

EV  Labor  Policy.  Labor  and  employer  organization,  government  policy 
in  relation  thereto.  Economic  and  social  implications.  Not  offered 
1944-45. 

F.  STATISTICS 

Lecturer:  Nathan  Keyfitz,  M.A. 

FI  Statistical  Services.  A  review  of  the  development  of  government 
statistics  in  Canada  and  their  present  status,  with  some  reference  to  practice 
in  other  countries.  Objectives  and  procedures  will  be  discussed,  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  statistical  administrator  and  the  user  of  numerical 
data.  Theoretical  considerations  will  be  subordinated  to  problems  of 
definition,  collection,  and  tabulation. 

FII  Satisfied  Methods — Introduction  to.  A  fairly  rigorous  presentation, 
with  emphasis  on  the  frequency  distribution  and  its  measures,  will  be  pre- 
ceded by  a  survey  of  the  history  of  the  subject  and  a  summary  of  sources  of 
data.
